•in earlier Constitutional convention 


took place in 1537-8. The delegates 
-were elected on November S. 1S36. and 
as in the later convention, numbered 
133. The delegates met at Harrisburg 
on May 2, 1837. and adjourned to meet 
in Philadelphia on November 23. The 
amended Constitution was adopted and 
sisned on Fbrtiary 22. 183S. and was 
approved by the people at the polls on 
October 0. 1S3S. 


The approval of the new Constitu- 


tion, however, was not overwhelming 
as the vote was 113.701 for and 112,- 
750 against its adoption. 


In 1700 was held the first conven- 


tion following the adoption of the Co- 
lonial Constitution in 1776. This con- 
vention assembled on November 24. 
1780. and its work was completed on 


i September 2. 1790. The convention at 
the time was made up of only 60 dele- 
aates. 
Those in favor of a Constitutional 


convention at this time contended that 
the present Constitution contains con- 
flicting provisions, obsolete sections, 
and insufficient amendments, and that 
it is not in keeping with the broadest 
spirit of the time, nor the extensive 
development of the State's affairs.
